Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. PCT/EP98/04836, filed August 3, 1998. A reference to the prior 
application must be inserted as the first sentence of the specification of this application 
or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing 
date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 1.78(a). For 
benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. Also, 
the current status of all nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be 
included.

CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The 
Director may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay 
was unintentional.

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)- 
(d) based upon an application filed in EP on August 1, 1997. A claim for priority under 
35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States 
application was filed more than twelve months thereafter. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it does not 
include SEQ ID references where nucleotide and amino acid sequences are recited. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for filamentous bacteriophages, does not reasonably 
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provide enablement for the full scope of "polyphages". The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The claim 
broadly recites "A polyphage particle" containing two different vector molecules, but the 
specification teaches how to make this type of particle only from mutant filamentous 
bacteriophages. There are a large number of bacteriophages that vary widely in 
structure and characteristics, see for instance Ackerman (Archives of Virology 141 :209- 
218, 1996). Since the specification fails to teach how to package two different vectors in 
a single particle for the full scope of bacteriophages, it is concluded that undue 
experimentation would be required to enable "polyphages" outside the scope of the 
filamentous bacteriophages. Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Rudert 
et al (FEBS Letters 440:135-140, 1998). Since applicant failed to claim benefit of priority 
prior to February 1 , 2001 for this application, the publication is available as prior art.
